Audititors'  Report 


Fellow  Townsmen:  We  submit  to  you  the  an- 
nual report  of  1914: — 

We  have  visited  the  town  farm  and  found  every- 
thing kept  in  a  husbandlike  manner.  A  new  evapor- 
ator and  sap  buckets  have  been  purchased.  A  water 
shed  built,  protecting  the  water  so  that  it  does  not 
freeze  over.  The  cow  stable  floors  have  been  changed 
and  barn  clapboarded  above  the  stable.  We  would 
suggest  that  the  piggery  be  repaired  or  a  new  one 
built  at  the  barn.  The  increase  in  the  cost  of  schools 
is  due  largely  to  the  repairs  ordered  by  the  board  of 
health.  The  town  school  district  should  raise  a  larg- 
er tax  to  wipe  off  this  indebtedness.  Your  road  com- 
missioner reports  that  the  county  commissioner  has 
ordered  state  repairs  and  has  not  reimbursed  the 
town  for  the  amount  spent.  Last  year  the  report 
showed  an  over  work  of  $132  67  and  that  has  not 
been  paid  by  the  state.  You  will  note  by  the  increase 
of  debt  that  we  must  raise  a  larger  town  tax  or  the 
town  will  be  bankrupt.

(b) — Do  you  favor  a  direct  primary  law  whereby 
the  voters  are  to  vote  directly  for  the  candidates, 
rather  than  the  present  system  of  nominating  can- 
didates for  state,  congressional  and  county  offices  ? 

4.  To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  auditors  of 
said  Town. 

5.  To  see  how  much  per  day  the  Town  will  vote 
to  pay  its  officers  for  the  year  to  come. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  appoint  a  road  commissioner  or  com- 
missioners as  the  law  directs. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
road  commissioner  to  expend  any  part  of  the  road 
money,  or  do  any  part  of  the  road  work,  on  or  before 
August  15th,  1914,  and  if  so,  what  part. 

8.  To  choose  all  Town  officers  as  the  law  directs 
to  be  chosen  at  the  annual  March  meeting. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  money 
agreeable  to  Sec.  8  of  No.  Ill  of  the  acts  of  1906  as 
amended  by  acts  of  1910. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  money 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
Town  for  the  year  to  come. 

11.  To  see  how  much  per  year  the  Town  will  pay 
for  the  care  of  the  Fletcher  Town  Library. 


12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  money 
for  Memorial  Day. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  funds  for  the 
perpetual  care  of  individual  lots  in  the  several  ceme- 
teries in  Town  as  is  provided  by  law. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $150  to  mark  the 
course  of  the  Crown  Point  road  in  Cavendish  at  its 
intersectioii[  with  the  highways ;  the  work  to  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Cavendish  Chapter, 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  be- 
quest of  two  hundred  dollars  from  the  estate  of  John 
H.  Stearns,  according  to  specifications  contained  in  a 
communication  to  the  town  treasurer. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, for  the  term  of  five  years,  any  new  manufactur- 
ing establishment  erected  in  said  Town,  if  the  sum  in- 
vested exceeds  $1000  as  is  provided  by  law. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  sell  the  Farr  land,  provided  a  suitable 
price  can  be  obtained  for  the  same. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  buy  land  for  an  addition  to  the  Caven- 
dish cemetery. 

19.  To  do  any  other  business  proper  to  be  done 
at  said  meeting. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $25  to  aid  the  Wind- 
sor County  Farmers'  association  in  their  progressive 
work  for  1914,  as  it  has  been  carried  on  for  the  past 
year. 

21.  Shall  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of 
1912^  entitled,  "An  act  to  provide  for  erection  of  a 
building  for  the  use  of  the  state  library  and  supreme 
court  and  for  other  state  purposes,"  become  a  law 
July  1,  1914?
